Community Club Notes 



EXECUTIVE BOAED' HOLDS MEET- 
ING — NEW COMMITTEE IS 
FOEMED— CHANGES 
ANNOUNCED. 



The Narberth Home and School As- 
sociation dosigneil to act as a co-opera- 
tive body between the parents, teach- 
er- and school director's, was fori.ed at 
the Parents' Meeting held in Elm Hall 
last Thursday night. 

Despite the short notice given of 
this meeting, there were 150 parents 
present. The meeting was called to 
order shortly after 8 o'clock by Mr. 
Fred C. Fatten, Nnrherth Scoutmaster. 
In his introductory address, Mr. Pat- 
ten stated his reasons for calling the 
m-ftiiig, a realization of the school 
problem through its significance in 
Scout Work. He stated that because of 
the low standard of marks held by the 
buys of the local troop last year, it 
was impossible for them to have any 
basis for scholastic competition, a 
fen I ore of Scout work. 

The first business of the meeting was 
the selection of a temporary chairman. 
Nominations were made and a ballot 
taken, by which Mr. Walton M, Wentz 
was elected to the position. The selec- 
tion of a Secretary was deferred until 
the lirst regular meeting, Mr. Patten 
acting in this capacity until that time. 
The subject of a name for the new 
organization was next brought up, the 
name selected being the Home and 
School Association. 

The meeting was then opened to gen- 
eral discussion, a number of parents 
bringing forth experience of their chil- 
dren which led them to feel that our 
sclu ols were not functioning ; n the 
best possible manner. Many suggestions 
brought forth in this matter were re- 
ferred to the new body for future nc- 
', ion. 

A protest was voiced against the 
practice of reducing general scholastic 
gradings because of poor deportment. 
In fact, a largo part of the discussion 
dealt with the low standard of disci- 
pline, and with methods by which the 
parents can co-operate with the school 
administration in improving the gen- 
eral conduct of the scholars. 

It was stated in the meeting that 
reports were to be issued monthly this 
year, instead of quarterly, and it was 
suggested that future meetings of the 
new Association be called immediately 
after the issuing of the reports. 

The principles of the organization, 
as brought out in this first meeting, •will 
be co-operation, assistance, interest, and 
avoiding of any antagonism. A still 
larger attendance is looked for at the 
first regular meeting, announcement of 
which will he made in these columns. 
Parents who were unable to attend the 
organization meeting may enroll by 
-communicating with Mr. Patten. 



The Executive Board of the Commun- 
ity, Club held its first meeeting Mon- 
day. September 12th. Plans were dis- 
cussed for the new year and the ball 
started rolling for the fall work. 

A new department of Club activity 
was formed — that, of "Home Comforts 
■ for the Sick." Airs. Livingston, who 
has been in touch with other clubs who 
have carried on this work successfully, 
has been appointed chairman. 

It is proposed to establish a depot 
of such' supplies as are appropriate for 
this purpose to be rented at a nominal 
sum to any resident of Narberth. There 
are many things needed in cases of se- 
vere illness, which, though used for 
only n short time, add materially to the 
expense of the occasion. Such supplies, 
sterilized, will be kept on hand for the 
use of the community for a moderate 
charge. Such a department has met 
with a quick response and a growing 
lield of activity in other towns similar 
to Narberth, and the Board feels that 
the work will not only- soon justify it- 
self, but will be the foundation of 
larger work needed in the community. 

It is requested that those who havo 
been earning money for the Building 
Fund will make their reports before the 
end of September to Mrs. Robert Nash, 
GrnvKng A venue! 

October 11th is the dnte of tho open- 
ing luncheon, which promises to be the 
most 'interesting of these delightful oc- 
casions. The cards will be out in a 
few days and an early reply will be 
necessary to secure a place.

The Wilson article is really the most j 
unsatisfactory in the entire hook, for ( 
while it is distinctly unfriendly to the j 
former President it so belittles him as \ 
lo make him appear a foeinan unworthy . 
■the seriousness with which the Repuli- 
licims regarded him when he was in 
power. That article satisfies neither 
his friends nor his foes. 

This book is unquestionably the work 
of a newspaper man of some, hut not 
necessarily first-rank prominence. It 
would carry greater weight with 
thoughtful people if the author was 
more consistent in his own principles of 
judgment. If he damns both Wilson 
and Lodge, where does he stand.' The 
author evidently has had many oppor- 
tunities for inside information and he 
enjoys giving what, he believes to be 
the true inwardness of ambitions and 
events which shaped the careers of ;.n 
important group of Americans who 
were prominently before the public dur- 
ing the war. 

Senator Penrose is treated in a dis- 
tinctively favorable light, one which 
seems to be consistent with his "latter 
phase" that is now being manifested. 
Hoover is belittled into a small man 
animated with an engineer's mind and 
a strong appetite for personal publicity. 
Few will agree with or believe the 
Hoover article. The article on Harding 
is in tone and manner perhaps the best 
in the book. Other, subjects of this 
anonymous pen are Senator Knox, Sen- 
ator Borah. Col. House, Bernard Baruch, 
Lansing, Hughes and others, not in- 
cluding, however, the enigmatic Cool- 
idge, whose star arose later in on ac- 
centric droit all its own.

These' people. oil 
strangers to Narberth, were confronted 
with the difficult tnsk of overcoming 
the laarked let-down in the .lUci^im* 
nnd morale of a large part of the stu- 
dent body which had developed during 
the previous School yenr, a condition 
which could not have been foreseen by 
the Directors. Everything humanly 
possible was done by all concerned to 
bring about a better state of affairs 
aiid" considerable progress was made", 
but it could hardly be expected mider 
the circumstances that the result of the 
year's work would be satisfactory. The 
present School year opens under much 
more favorable auspices nnd the Direc- 
tors, as well as the Principal nnd Fac- 
ulty, feel confident of the result. It is 
rather early to make predictions, but 
the indications so far are most encour- 
aging. A new spirit seems to prevail 
in the student body, and unless signs 
arc deceiving, the present School year, 
from every standpoint, will be one of 
the best in the history of our School. 
Therefore, I believe it 'would be a fatal 
mistake to make any change in the 
Board of Directors at this time. 

There is an additional school huild- 
ing in contemplation, and as soon as 
legal difficulties can be overcome, the 
taxpayers will be asked to authorize a 
new school loan. The details of con- 
struction of this building will come- un- 
der the supervision of the chairman of 
the Property Committee. Mr. Dothard • 
now occupies that position and, will con- 
tinue to do so if re-elected. Mr. Doth- 
ard is Superintendent of Buildings of. 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, and our 
School is fortunate in having a mnn.of 
his enlibro, knowledge and experience 
in charge of the School property. He 
did not desire re-election and consented 
to Stand for the office only after ex- 
treme pressure was brought to bear by 
his fellow Directors. 

I cannot see what can be gained, but 
I can discern quite clearly what would 
be lost by replacing Mr. DothaTd at 
this critical time. 

As to Mrs. Batchelor. It became evi- 
dent to the Directors some time -igo 
that the ncntiment of the Borough was 
in favor of there being a woman on 
the Board. Therefore, when a vacancy 
occurred last July, the Directors cast 
about for the most likely candidate to 
fill the vacancy, dt least until election 
time.

In viow of 
Mrs. Batchelor 's wide knowledge of 
educational affairs, .the 'active interest 
and ability -she hhs displayed in. civic 
matters, and the efficiency she has so 
far shown in School matters, I feel that 
her presence on the Board meets with 
the approval of ithe parents of Nar- 
berth, as it does with her colleagues.

To the Editor of Our Town: 

As suggested in your issue of last 
ivqck, the following letter to me should 
answer vour request for a statement of 
a platform. LEWIS M. KKIM. 

Professor Lewis M . Keim, 
Narberth, Pa. 
Dear Mr. Keim: 

I am in receipt of your letter rela- 
tive to the pending election of mem- 
bers- of the Board of Education. To ' 
you I will say what I have said to oth- | 
ers who have approached me on the 
siiine question: 1 do' not covet ihe re- 
sponsibility of such a position, but if 
the voters of Narberth sec fit to lay it 
upon me 1 will not shirk. 

I believe the following policy should 
be followed in tho conduct of school 
affairs: 

1. Boost our High School. It ought 
to be and can be made equal to the 
best in the State. 

2. Emphasize the idea of comrade- 
ship between teacher* and pupils as a 
method of securing better discipline. 
I have learned both as a parent and a 
teacher that ninety per cent, of the 
problems of discipline can be solved 
in this way. The Wrout Masters of 
America have given us a mighty fine 
illustration of the power of comrade- 
ship in dealing with youth. 

3. Insist on loyalty to our teachers. 
Only those who have had actual expe- 
rience are able to appreciate the enor- 
mous expenditure of nervous energy 
daily required by these, the most useful 
of our public servants. If they make 
mistakes or manifest incompetency, 
such matters should be handled through 
the Superintendent and Board.. The 
sorriest thing we can do is to discredit 
a teacher in the minds of our own 
children. 

4. I object to anything of a sectarian 
character in our public schools, but, on 
the other hand, have a strong convic- 
tion that there our children should 
learn, both by precept and example, 
those fundamental and Christian beliefs 
which constitute the chief cornerstone 
upon which our Republic is built. 
Therefore, I feel that in the school as a 
whole, or in each individual room, there 
should be a definite lime set aside daily 
for the reading of a lesson from the 
Scriptures, which is in accordance with 
the law of the State. At the same time 
there should he a brief invocation of 
the divine favor, a custom universally 
followed by our State and Jintional law- 
making bodies. 

Finally, permit me to repeat what I 
have publicly said before,' that I think 
our school property should be more 
largely used for community^ purposes 
than it is at the present time. The 
gathering of pur citizens at the school 
for the : purpose of amusement, enter-
